DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 



2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cheung et 
al (U.S 5812531), hereinafter referred to as Cheung in view of Ritter et al (U.S 5570084), 
hereinafter referred to as Ritter. 

Re claims 1 and 2, Cheung discloses tracking a mobile node in a wireless network 
(abstract). Cheung discloses a wireless node registered to a single AP (the wireless device 
associated with a first access point, column 3, lines 53-56). Cheung discloses each AP 
constructing a topology table describing the topology of the wireless network around 
itself (associating the first access point and a second access point or associating the first 
access point and a gateway coupled to the second access point together when the first 
access point and the second access point have an overlapping coverage access, column 
7, lines 43-58). Cheung discloses an AP sending a multicast message to inform all other 
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APs that the sending network node was registered to itself {transferring information 
associated with the wireless device to the second access point, column 8 5 lines 53-59). 
Cheung fails to disclose the network having a plurality of gateways and each gateway 
coupled to at least one access point. However, Ritter discloses a system where an AP is 
connected to the network via bridger/routers (element 26, figure 1). It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify Cheung to have a gateway coupled to an access point. The motivation to 
combine is to use the function of a gateway in routing packets between the wireless 
network and the wired network.
